A brilliant picce of work by 
Wahn ond his colleggues sup- 
plied the clue, which was re- 
cagnized by Frisch and Lise 
Meltner, then in, Scandinavia; 
the bombnrdmet:nt in the 
laboratory of the uranium atom 
had not merely chipped a piece 
oft its central core, but bad 
shottered It. 


The fragments gave more 
spectacular results than had 
been seen Jn atom xsplilting be- 
fore. 


In a matter of weeks there 
were physleists pliylng with the 
“Qssion” of uranium in almost 
any modern physics laboratory. 


What excited the experts war 
the indication of larne fragments 
from a nucleus being thrown 
around with jreat foree, con- 
Arming that’ © the uranium 
nucleus had split in two. 


An avalanche 


TT WAS SEEN carly in 1939 

thal in this precess, caused 

by neutron bombardment, new 

neutrons were — ejected which 

could shatter further uranium 
nuclei. 


In suitable conditions — ote 
misht expect an nvalanche to 
start, which would soon affect 
not only a few atoms, but 
mijlions, ond then a million 
million milllons of atoms, which 
about a visible and 
weighable quantity of matter.

If this would worl, ft would 
represent a military weapon © 
unprecedented power. This was 
the position when war broke 
cut, Now It was no longer A 
senreh for knowledge; it became 
a military project. 


Storing-up 


N MANY countries teams Kot 
to work, and in 1942 the 
United States Government decid- 
ed to invest hundreds of millions 
to make the atomic bomb. 

In August 1945 an atom bomb 
was dropped on the city ot 
Hiroshiina, in Japon, destroying 
the sireater part of the city ond 
causing about 100,000 casualties, 

A second one caused similar 
destruction in| Nagaraki. 

Since then the American 
factories have continued, and 
presumably a, fair number 0: 
bombs are now In store, oF 
could be readily assembled. 


‘Hydrogen bomb’ 


OW A NEW factor ariscs in 

the “hydrogen bomb.” 

This would draw its power, 
not from the splitting of heavy 
atoms, but from combining Ught 
ones, 

This is the source from which 
the sun derives its power; Inside 
the sun, for example, hydrogen.. 
the Hghtest of all elements, Is 
converted into helium. 

To do this, one has to over~ 
come the strong repulsion that 
tries to prevent the close ap- 
pronch of any, two atoms, and 
this means that ono has to work 
nt temperatures and pressurcs 
similar to those near the centre 
of the sun.

Our research 


N BRITAIN where work on 
ntomic. energy had been 
pooled with = America’s during 
the war, n good deal of worl 
haz been done since at Harwell, 
Berkshire, and in’ other places 
controled by the — vercatile 
Ministry of Supply. 

Two piles (ntomic reactors) 
are now in operation at Harwell. 
They are intended for research 
and to produce radioactive elc- 
ments for selentifie purpore: 

In principle such piles also 
produce plutonium, which is one 
of the three known materials for 
atom bombs, but jt is clear that 
the present Harwell piles are 
not on a seriots scale for bomb 
production. . 


The some is trirs of the pile 
ut the Canadian laboratory at 
Chalk River, Bigger piles are 
under construction on a site in 
Cumberland, 

The concentrated fuels pro- 
duced by such piles ore the 
starting, polnt for the manu- 
fucture of bombs as well as 
work on atomic power. 

’ Another big factory will be 
built at Capenhurst, = acar 
Birkenhead. 

Meanwhile Russia has also 
produced an atomic explosion. 
Evidently Russia, too, has built 
production plants and overcome 
the many technical difficulties 
in the design of a bomb.

\ HATEVER one thinks about 

the military value of the 
bomb, it is clear that an atomic 
uttack against a densely 
fopulated country would be a 
major disaster, 


One does not envy the job of 
the Civil Defence chiefs who 
have to plan for such a situation. 

One often hears contradictory 
slories bout the  Insidlous 
effects of radiouctive rays in 
such a ratd, 


A bomb does indeed produce 
in its explosion a large quantity 
of radioactive materinl, which 
for some time afterwards con- 
tinues lo give off lethpt rodia- 
tion. 


But it the bomb explodcs in 
dhe alt. os it did in Japan; 
the source of these dangerous 
rays is carried up with the flame 
nnd smoke to the top of the 
ntmosphere, whete It docs not 
hurt anyone, 


Some of the people on the 
ground will be Injured or killed 
by rays produced at the Instant 
of the explosten, but no danger 
wil remain to anyone entering 
the area later, 


In an under-water explosion

But If our statesmen can 
mannyte to steer us clear of war 
we shall be able to develop 
properly the benefits of atomic 
energy:

_ Electricity from atomic power 
stations cannot be much cheap:r 
than the present rate, and may 
we)l be more expensive. 


We may, therefore, think of 
atomic power os another source 
when reserves of coal and oil are 
exhausted, nnd) perhaps to be 
used in the nzar future to age 
ment supplics. 


More specialised uscd of ato- 
mie power are sure to nriss. The 
need for bulky shielding, usually 
thick ‘walls of concrete and lead 
or steel, to absorb the dangerous 
ruys means that no atomic powcr 
plont fs ever likely to weigh lesa 
than 100 tons, 


Moved far ahead 


HIS, of course, rules out usc 
in cars or troins. Ship 
propulsion may be a possibility, 
though on engine small cnough 
for a ship will probably have to 
run on concentrated atomic fuct, 
and hence be uneconomical, 
For a warship this might still 
bp of interest, as it would climin- 
ate refuelling. 
Use in planes might one day 
trend towards bisrer planes. 


All this is the result of the 
progress of science up to ten 
years ago.

The alm of this work js to get 
to understand the laws of nature 
and to sce what makes things 
tick. ‘ 


As one sets out on this ex- 
ploration, it is impossible to say 
where one will end up and what 
practical powers, if any,. will 
come’ out ag by-product. 


The work of the next deende 
may bring some practicnl inven: 
tions as Important ns that of 
atomic energy, but cqually, or 
more likely, it may merely ret us 
a little further in satisfying, our 
curiosity about the laws of na- 
ture.
